BEN-GURION DIES AT 87. 
FUNERAL AT SDE BOKER 


RAMAT GAN. — David 
yesterday morning at the 


Ben-Gurion died at 11.06

lowing a stroke he suffered 3 fortnight ago. He was 87. 


During his Jast hours, his son, Amos, and his two

and Renana, were at his bedside, as were his personal Pekin’ Dr. 
Boleslav Goldman, and members of the medical siaff a the depart- 


ment. 

David Ben-Gurion was taken to 
hospital suffering from a brain hem- 
morrhage on November 18. He was 
‘partially paralyzed; but remained 
conscious, A week ago his condition 
deteriorated and his consciousness 
became hazy. He tooka sudden tura 
for the worse about ten o'clock 
yesterday morning, and passed away 
an hour later, 

During his last iliness he was 
visited by President Katzir, Prime 
Minister Gokla Meir, other cabinet 
members, and the coumtry’s leaders. 
Visitors at his deathbed included 
Defence Minister Moshe Dayan, 
Transport Minister Shimon Peres, 
Mordechai Surkiss M.K, and Aluf 
Yona Efrat, Head of the Central 
Command. 

Dr. Goldman said that on the 
whole Ben-Gurion's health had been 
good despite his age until bis last 
Miness. Although he was not slways 
an “obedient patient," he was always 
reasonable. 

Thus, some months ago, Dr. ΟἿ. 
‘man advised him that the time had 
come to end his Yoga practice of 
standing on his head, and Ben- 
Gurion reluctantly agreed. He con- 
tinued ‘his datly long walks until 
about two months ago. 

Dr. Goldman said that, preceding 
him as Ben-Gurion's personal phy- 
sician were Dr. Haim Sheba, who 
headed Tel Hashomer for years and 
in whose memory the hospital was 
renamed the Sheba Medical Centre, 
followed by Dr. Baruch Padeh, then 
Deputy Director-General of Tel Ha- 
shomer, and today Driector-Genern! 
of the Ministry of Health. - 

Ben-Gurion will be buried beside 
his wife, Paula, at a alte chosen 
by himself at the Sde Boker College, 
overlooking the rugged Biblical land- 
scape of Naha} Zin. 

Qn one of his early visits to the 
College, his favourite project, as a 
eentre for educating youth in the 
pioneering tradition and studying 
Gesert reclamation —- Ben-Gurion 
had spent a long hour gazing out 
over the valley and hills behind the 
College library. He later told his 
family that this was where he would 
like one day to be buried. In ac- 
cordance with his own request, there 
will be no eulogies. 

When his wife died five years 
ago, Ben-Gurion asked that she be 
buried on the spot he had chosen 
for hig own burial place.

Ben-Gurion’s will was drawn up 
by Mr. Yaacov Shimshon Shapiro 
ΜΙ. in 1969, when he was Minister 
of Justice, when Ben-Gurion was ill at 
Tel Hashomer hospital This caused 
some surprise at the time due to 
their political enmity, for Mr. Sha- 
piro had conducted the Mapai “trial'’ 
of Ben-Gurion which caused the 
final break.

Foundation which operates the Mid- 
rasha. 

Negev Foundation Chairman Yaacov 
Yacobson told this reporter last 
night of plans to expedite a joint 
project with the University of the 
Negev for a special study centre 
there to house the Ben-Gurion col- 
lection.

An Yaraeli leutenant-colonel who 
spent 42 days in Egyptian captivity 
in an interview published in 
's “Ma’ariv" of a discussion 
he bad with Egypt's War Minister, 
Ahmed Ismail Ali, under the glare 
of television lights. 

The Israeli, Sgan-Aluf Assaf 
Yaguri, was the highest ranking 
1.Ὁ Ε΄. officer to be captured by the 
Egyptions in the Yom Kippur war. 
After weeks of solitary confinement, 
interrupted only by frequent intcr- 
rogations accompanied by torture, 
S/A Yaguri was taken one day to 
an unknown destination. When the 
blindfold was removed from his eyes, 
he found himself seated in a hall 
with other Israeli prisoners. 

“Somebody shouted ‘attention’ and 
we rose, except for some boys in 
the back row who pretended not 
to hear,” he said. “The 
pulled them to their feet and an 
impressive array of senior Egyptian 
officers entered the room, headed 
by War Minister Ismail, and the 
Chief of Staff, Lt-General Sa’ad 
EHddin Shazli, 

“Temail, a well-built man in a 
starched uniform, spoke for about 
20 minutes,” S/A Yaguri recalled. 
“He said something like this: ‘I am 
the Egyptian Minister of War. I 
come to give you good news. You 
are about to be released. You will 
be returned to your country in 
groups. And before you return home, 
I would like to explain a few things 
to you. We started this war because 
Sinai is our land. It was taken 
from us with bloodshed and it will 
return to us with bloodshed. You 
can tell your commanders that we 
are a nation of about 40 million 
people.

and humiliated, and how wounded 
men were beaten cruelly — cannot 
be understood or forgiven.” 

Ismail listened quietly to the 
young Israeli officer, and tried to 
soothe him, saying, “I want you 
to know that we respect you great- 
ly — first because you are an offi- 
cer, and second because of your 
strong and proud bearing under 
torture.”

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War powers bill may 


permit Nixon to order , 
Vietnam bombing 


WASHINGTON (AP).—U.S. De- 
fence Secretary James Schlesin- 
ger said on Friday that war pow- 
ers legislation passed by the Con- 
gress make it possible for Presi- 
dent Nixon to order new bomb- 
ing in Indochina in the event of 
ἃ new major North Vietnamese 
offensive in South Vietnam. 

Though indicating he would like- 
ly oppose the idea, Schlesinger said 
the State Department is examining 
such a possibility. 

The war powers legislation would 
give Nixon the authority to send 
US. forces into combat abroad for 
60 days before congressional auth- 
orization had to be obtained. 

The bill became law over Presi- 
dent Nixon's veto iast month. 

Sehlesinger told a news confer- 
ence: “I think the intent of Con- 
gress is quite clear.” 

He referred to a discussion over 
whether the new bill supersedes 
earlier legislation flatly hanning 
any U.S. military action in Indo- 
china after last August 15. 


An interpretation that the bill 
opens the way for Nixon to order 
bombing resumed would be pare- 
doxical because the obvious aim of 
the new legislation is to restrict 
the President’s powers to send the 
U.S. into battle without congres- 
sional approval. 


Sehiesinger said the question tg 
“being looked into” by experts at 
the State Department. Secretary of 
State Henry acknow- 
ledged a study was under way “to 
see that policies that are being 
pursued will be consistent with the 
intentions of Congress.” 

Schlesinger restated his belief 
that Nixon would go to Congress 
for authority to act if North Viet- 
nam launches a big thrust in South 
Vietnam. 

South Vietnamese officials have 
been predicting a general offensive 
by the North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong for the dry season of 1974. 
The dry season begins in late De- 
cember and coatinues through June. 


Kissinger starts 
scholarship fund 
with Nobel prize 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger is using 
his $60,000 Nobel Peace Prize money 
to establish a scholarship fund for 
children of American servicemen 
killed or missing in action in Indo- 
ebina. 

“[ believe that the prize is its 
own justification,” he said in a Set- 
ter to ‘the Peace Prize committee 
in Oslo. “Recognition for having 
contributed to the cause of peace is 
far more gratifying than any re- 
muneration.”” 

Kissinger said Ambassador Thomas 
R. Byrne will accept the prize on 
his behalf at the award ceremony 
this month. 

Kissinger and Le Duc Tho, the 
Hanoi politburo member, were 
awarded the prize jointly on Octo- 
per 16 for negotiating the Vietnam 
ceasefire. After Kissinger indicated 
his acceptance, Tho rejected the 
prize, saying the U.S. and South 
Vietnam had continued to commit 
serious violations of the agreement.

Antoine Kamouh was born 44 
years ago in Conakry, Guinea, 
where his Lebanese parents had 
settled. But when Guinea, a for- 
mer French colony, broke with 
France in 1960 at independence, 
he quit the country and came to 
Paris. 

‘A slim handsome super-sales- 
man, gambler and night-club 
prince, Kamouh led a fantastic 
existence in recent years. 

He rode about in a chauffeur- 
driven silver Rolls Royce with 
Swiss number plates. He owned 
villas on the Riviera and had a 
suite at the Hotel Crillon, one of 
the world’s most exclusive ad- 
dresses. But he was never far 
away from the telephone which 
brought him ceaseless calls from 
New York, Cairo, Zurich and Ge- 
neva. 

These calls were made by arms 
dealers, for Kamouh acted as a 
middle man between them and 
certain Arab governments. 

On November 14 he went to 
visit a friend in Rue Royale, next

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U.S. expects relaxation 


of Arab oil embargo

WASHINGTON. -- 
HE. U.S. still foresees the . pos- 
sibility for a quiet relaxation in 
Arab oil em) and production 
cutbacks, despite last Wednesday's 
Arab Summit Conference pledge to 
continue use of the “oil weapon,” 
Government officials said on Thurs- 

day. 

The rejaxation, they said, could 
come after the start of the Geneva 
Peace Conference, now expected to 
begin on December 17 or 38, 

Commenting on the summit reso- 
lution on oil, the officials said they 
saw nothing “all that binding or 
explicit” to bar such relaxation. 

And they spoke in guarded but 
specific terms about the possibility 
that at least some of the producers 
may hold back on further produc- 
tion cutbacks and relax their em- 
bargoes on the U.S. and the Nether- 
Jands if serious negotiations dev- 
elop at Geneva. 

It would be politically difficult for 
the Arabs to announce relaxation of 
their ofl pressure, but officials feel 
that this could be done without 
publicizing the fact. 

Diplomatic observers speculated 
that one way this might be done is 
for the Arab producers “to look 
the other way,” if countries friend- 
ly to the em! nations trans- 
shipped some of the oil they receiy- 


ed from the Middle East. This would 
have to assume of course, that 
they were quietly given enough oil 
to meet their needs and provide 
some surplus. 

The U.S. has been arguing in its 
private diplomatic contacts with the 
Arab producers that their two con- 
ditions for abandoning oil pressure 
— full Israeli withdrawal and res- 
toration of the “rights of the Pales- 
tinians” — cannot possibly be re- 
solved quickly at the negotiating 
table. 

In his preas conference of No- 
vember 21, Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger said that the U.S. would 
have to consider countermeasures to 
the Arab ofl boycott if it was main- 
tained “unreasonably and indefinite- 
ly.” But the U.S. strategy for the 
moment appears to be counting on 
convincing the Arabs that overplay- 
ing the ofl weapon will lose them 
what leverage they have, if they do 
not give the U.S. a reasonable 
chance to show what it can do to 
bring about peace in the Middle 
Bast. 

No particular time span for this 
process to take place has been men- 
tioned in the contacts with the Arabs, 
officials said. The Arabs have not 
responded to the U.S. plea by in- 
dicating what they will do after the 
negotiations begin, but they have in- 
dicated that “they hear what we are 
saying," one official said. 


‘New Soviet tactics to 
intimidate Jews’ 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Prominent Jew- 
ish chemist Benjamin Levich, who 
has been denied permission to emi- 
grate to Israe!, sald yesterday the 
Soviet ‘authorities have adopted new 
tacHecs to intimidate Jews seeking to 
jeave the country. 

He said that instead of anti-Soviet 
slander, Jews are being charged 
with hooliganism or parasitism — 
meaning they have no means of sup- 
port. 

Levich, 58, the highest ranking 
Soviet scientist to apply for emigra- 
tion permission, made the statement 
in an open appeal to world opinion 
‘on behalf of Kiev engineer Alexander 
Feldman. 

Feldman was sentenced last week 
to three and one-half years in prison 
for hooliganism. He had unsuccess- 
fully sought to emigrate to Israel. 

Levich said ‘the new tactics “ought 
not to deceive anyone." He said 
everyone seeking to. emigrate could 
be charged with parasitism since 
anyone applying for an exit permit 
is automatically dismissed from his 
job. He himself applied to emigrate 
20 months ago and lost his post as 
head of Moscow State University’s 
chemica! hydrodynamics department. 

Be described the way in which 
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Feldman came to be charged with 
hooli He said Feldman was en 
route home when he saw a woman 
kneeling and trying to pick up some- 
thing she had dropped. When Feld- 
man approached her, she began cry- 
ing. Thea three men appeared from 
nearby bushes and brought him to a 
police station. 

Feldman was charged with having 
pushed ‘the wonran, causing her to 
drop her parcels, and with using ob- 
scene language, Levich said. The 
trial took place at a factory requir- 
ing spectal passes, and the engineer 
was convicted of malicious hooligan- 
lism and sentenced. 

“Framed-up evidence of witnesses 
for ‘the prosecution, impossibility of 
any defence witnesses, the closed 
‘trial — 811 this from the standpoint 
of justice would be ridiculous were 
the end not so tragic," Levich said.

In one of the infrequent public 
appearances of the last months of 
his life, at the 20th Bible Conference, 
Ben-Gurion summed up his credo, 
which he had frequently stressed and 
elaborated over seven decades of 
writing and of public life, as fol- 
lows: 

Four Biblical passages constitute 
Judaism and are the secret of its 
existence: Isaiah 45:7: “I, the Lord, 
do all these things”; Leviticus 19:18 
and 65: “You shall tove your neigh- 
bour as a ‘Man Ike yourself... When 
an alien settles with you in your 
land... you shall love him as a Man 
lke yourself”; [salah 42:6: “I, the 
Lord, have called you with righteous 
purpose...I, have formed you aud 
appointed you to be a covenant to 
all peoples, a ‘beacon for ‘the na- 
tions”; Isaiah 2:4 and Micah 2:3: 
“,.. nation shall not ft up sword 
against nation..." 

The future of Israel and the Jew- 
ish people must base itself on the 
following three-point programme:

heder metukkan — a modernized 
Hebrew-language religious school — 
and studied secular subjects with 
Private teachers. At 14 he was one 
of the founders of the Ezra Zionist 
youth group — together with his 
friends Shlomo Zemah and Shmuel 
Fuchs — where he delivered lec- 
tures in Hebrew. Six years later, 
when he arrived in Eretz Yisrael, 
he was to be one of the zealous 
advocates of Hebrew as the sole “af- 
ficial" langoage of Zionist activity, 
winning out over such nostalgic ad- 
vocates of “equal status” for Yid- 
dish as Yitzhak Ben-Zvi. 

In the Central Zionist Archives in 
Jerusalem there is a touching letter 
which Ben-Gurion’s father wrote to 
‘Theodor Herzl asking his advice con- 
cerning the future education of his 
15-year-old son. In view of the nu- 
merus clausus against Jews in 
Russian universities, Avigdor Gruen 
wrote, he was thinking of sending 
his son abroad to study. He wondered 
what Herz! thought of the advice of 
some to send him to Vienna, where 
he would also be able to continue 
with his Jewish studies at the Rab- 
binical Seminary. There is no record 
of a reply from Herzl 

Two weeks after Herzl’s death on 
Tammuz 20 (July 3), 1904, 18-year- 
old David wrote to Shmuel Fuchs 
in New York: “The loss is ag great 
as the multitude of tribulations of 
the wretched nation that we are... 


visionaries’ visions... 

Zion! — You shall once again be 

beautiful and shall blossom; you 

shall again see your children free- 
men...” 

In 1903 David Ben-Gurion was one 

of the founders of the Po’alei Zion 


ling and speaking on its behalf in 
Plonsk, Warsaw and smaller towns. 
During the 1905-6 revolution and 
the attendant anti-Jewish outbreaks, 
he participated in Jewish self-de- 
fence and went around agitating for 
the revolution. As a result he was 
twice arrested by the Czarist autho- 
rities but released at his father’s 
intervention and in 1906 he came 
to Eretz Yisrael. 

Be landed in Jaffa on Elul 17, 
1906, immediately going to the ἘΠ- 
keana Spektor Hotel where the Po'a- 
lei Zion people stayed. His comrades 
wished bim to get imvolved imme- 
diately in political work. Ben-Gurion 
refused, however, for reasons that 
he wrote in a letter to his father: 
“Settling the land — that is the 
onty real Zionism; everything else 
is only self-deception, empty ver- 
blage, and merely 2 pastime.” A 
few hours after landing he went to 
FPetah Tikva, where he worked as a 
day-labourer in the orange groves 
for about a year. He then went to 
work in the Rishon Letzion wine cel- 
Jars, Where he organized the work- 
ers, and was soon elected to the 
Central Committee of the Fo'alei 
Zion, which then numbered about 
150 members. 

In October of that year, he took 

in a conference in Ramieh- 
which formulated the party's first 
‘platform along the Zionist-Socialist 
lines laid down. by Ber Borochov. 
‘Interestingly, in a manner reminis- 
eent of the caucuses that took place 
among the Talmudic Sages in the 
‘times of the Roman oppression —

the delegates. He was elected to 
the World Zionist and Jewish 
Agency Executives, and in 1935 
was elected Chairman of the Zionist 
Actions Committee.

a tentative agreement with Jabo- 
tinsky, under which the Histadrut 
and the Revisionist workers would 
τ cooperate on labour matters.

Then came the “disturbances” of 
1936-38 — the Arab riots — carried 
out with the connivance of at least 
some British Mandatory officials. 
The riots were tragic evidence of 
the failure of Britain to carry out 
the League of Natlons mandate they 
had undertaken; of the failure of 
the attempts at Jewigh-Arab rap- 
prochement. 


ROYAL Commission of In- 

quiry (The Peel Commission) 
was dispatched by the British gov- 
ernment which in June, 1937, pub- 
lished its recommendations that Pa- 
lestine be partitioned into two states, 
Jewish and Arab. The Jewish area 
was to occupy scarcely a quarter of 
the area left after the lands beyond 
the Jordan bad already been made

into an Arab state under the Emir 
Abdullah, grandfather of King Hus- 
sein. It consisted of Galilee and part 
of the coastal plain. Although the Peel 
Plan in no way approximated his 
own ideas abcut the borders of the 
Jewish State, Ben-Gurion — realist- 
dreamer that he always was — en- 
thusiastically accepted the principle 
of “Partition.” He saw it as offering 
a hope of Jewish Independence and 
contended that even a smal! Jewish 
State would be a powerful instru- 
ment for the realization of Zionism. 
His enthusiasm was shared by 
Weizmann and Moshe Sharett, but 
opposed by many of his closest col- 
leagues, including Berl Katznelson, 
Yitzhak Tabenkin, and Golda Meir. 
The Zionist movement rejected the 
partition plan, and soon, with World 
War IT looming, the British aban- 
doned it, and came out with a fully 
pro-Arab stand instead. 
Cooperation between the yishuv 
and the British broke down com- 
pletely at the so-called Round Table 
Conference (the St James Confe- 
rence) in London, at which there 
was πὸ round table but negotiations 
held by the British separately with 
Jews and with Arabs. The result 
was the 1939 “White Paper,” dras- 
tically restricting Jewish rights to 
acquire land, and limiting further 
entry of Jews 'to a total of 75,000. 
Ben-Gurion returned home angry, 
called a secret meeting of Hagana 


i leaders, and proclaimed the hegin- 


ning of the struggle against the 
British and the White Paper. He 

Proposed the speeding up of “Ἢ- 
legal" immigration, which involved 
elashes with British frontier guards, 
and settlement of land in areas pro- 
hibited to the Jews. 


When the war broke out, Ben- 
Gurion announced his policy which 
became the stand of the yishur 
and the Zionist movement: “We 
must support the British in the 
war as if there were no White Paper 
and we must resist the White Pa- 
per as ff there were no war.” Thus, 
in the week of May 6, 1942, Ben. 
Gurion steered the Extraordinary 
Zionist Conference at New York’s 
Biltmore Hotel to the adoption of 
the “Biltmore. Programme.” i 
called for the opening of Eretz Yis- 
rael to free Jewish immigration and 
settlement and defined the Zionist 
movement's objective as the es- 
tablishment of “a Jewish Common- 
wealth integrated in the structure 
of the new democratic world." At 
the same time he exhorted the Jew- 
ish youth of Palestine to enlist in 
the British Army. 

The Bilitmore Programme and Ben- 
Gurion's position led to clashes with- 
in Mapai and within the yishuv 
generally. His position on cooperat- 
ing with the British in the war led 
him to order the yishuv institutions 
and the Hagana to take strong mea- 
sures against the Irgun and Lehi 
undergrounds when they started 
launching organized attacks on the 
British even before the war had 
ended. 


World War I ended and the White 
Paper policy survived. Ben-Gurion 
Ted the political struggle against 
the British government and authoriz- 
ed the sabotage activities of the 
newly organized Hebrew Resistance 
Movement (Tnuat Hameri Ha‘ivrii 
which for a time comprised the 
Hagana, the Irgun, and Lehi. 

At the same time, Ben-Gurion 
realized that war with the Arabs 
was imminent — with the Arabs 
of Palestine and also with the ar- 
mies of the neighbouring Arab 
states. In the months immediately 
after the war he ordered the Hagana 
leaders to begin acquiring arms 
wherever possible. At the 22nd Zion- 
ist Congress in Basle in December, 
1946, Ben-Gurion's pelicy was ap- 
proved and he was given the Jewish 
Agency's defence portfolio in addi- 
tion to being Chairman, and Weiz- 
mann — leader of the group that 
continued to hope for an accom- 
modation with Britain, was not re- 
elected President of the World Zion- 
ist Organization. Promptly Ben-Gu- 
rion sent some of his best people 
all over the world in an effort, that 
met with considerable success, to 
acquire arms, especially such heavy 
items as pianes, artillery and tanks, 
where others still thought in cate- 
gories of underground forces using 
only the arms they could carry. 

But again Ben-Guron proved right. 
Immediately after the United Na- 
tions decision of November 29, 1947, 

for the establishment of a 
Jewish State, gangs of Arab irregul- 
ars launched attacks that turned into 
full-scale war — joined by invading

As the day drew near, not only 
the U.S. but a proportion of Zionist 
leaders advised against the imme- 
diate proclamation of the state.

At a crucial session of zishuv lead- 
ers he succeeded in getting a mo- 
tion to proclaim the state as schedul- 
ed by ἃ vote of 64, with three 
members absent. 


And so on Iyar 5, 5708-May 14, 
1948, Ben-Gurion lived to see the 
day he had foreseen in his letter 
to Shmuel Fuchs 44 years earlier, 
and indeed had become the ehief in- 
strument in causing the day to ma- 
terialize. 

Since the Arabs launched their 
war the previous December, Ben-Gu- 
rion had been heading the yishuo's 
defence effort -- organizing the 
mobilization of funds, the acquisi- 
tion of arms, the recruitment of 
military experts, and the prepara- 
tion of operational plans. Now, as 
Defence Minister, he undertook also 
the task of molding the character 
and structure of Zahsl — the Israel 
Defence Forces. He had to choose 
between two systems in the Hagana 
— ome represented mainly by the 
Palmah commanders, with their 
orientation on informal 
ground organization, and the other 
represented by veterans of the Brit- 
ish Army. He finally chose the 
latter as more in keeping with the 
needs and character of a state. From 


the first, he expressed anxiety over i 


the sectarian nature of the Palmah 


command, most of whose members i 


had received training in units based 
on Ahdut Ha’avoda kibbutzim. In 
a difficult and crucial decision he 
ordered the disbandment of the Pal- 
mah command and the complete in- 
tegration of all Palmah units into 
Zahal — under civilian control It 
is probably true that Ahdut Ha’a- 
voda never forgave him this action, 
the more so as it put them in 8. 
parallel category to the Revisionist- 
led Irgun and Lehi, which had also 
been ordered to disband and instruct 
their members to join Zahal as in- 
dividuals. 

There followed state employment 
agencies, in place of those run 
separately by each party, and of 2 
state primary-school system that 
united the labour and other non- 
religious schools and provided also 
a  Mizrahi-orientated Religious 
School System, while the Agudat 
Yisrael system remained nominally 
independent. 

Ben-Gurion also devoted himself 
to the implementation of some of 
his other lifetime dreams — the 
absorption of mass aliya, then com- 
ing in many scores of thousands 
each year, and the settlement and 
cultivation of the country’s waste- 
lands, where it was his vision and

zeal that led to the establishment 
over the years of many dozens of 
development towns, kibbutzim and 
moshavim, and where — at Kibbutz 
Sde Boker in the Negev — he 
was, in 1953, to make his home. 

In December, 1949, Ben-Gurion 
again incurred the wrath of the 
world as well as of his more timid 
colleagues here by proclaiming Je- 


This rusalem as the Capital of Israel On 


December 5, 1949, the Knesset re- 
Pudiated the UN. resolution of No- 
vember 29, 1947, providing for the 
internationalization of Jerusalem, 
whose implementation the U.N. was 
then discussing. Ben-Gurion told the 
Knesset: “We cannot today regard 
the decision of November 29, 1947, 
as being possessed of any further 
moral force, since the U.N. did not 
succeed in implementing its own 
decisions" after the Arabs went to 
war against Israel over the reso- 
lution to establish a Jewish State 
in part of Palestine. 

A few days later the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly adopted an Austra- 
lian resolution calling for the im- 
mediate internationalization of Je- 
rusalem. On December 19 Ben-Gu- 
rion told the Knesset: “Israel's po- 
sition on the question of Jerusalem 
found a clear and final expression 
in statements by the Government 
and ali parties in the Knesset on 
December 5. Jerusalem is an inse- 
parable part of Israel and her 
eternal Capital, No U.N. vote can 
change this fact." Four days later 
Ben-Gurion and his office moved 
from the Kirya in Tel Aviv to Jeru- 
salem, and it was announced that 
the next Knesset sessions would be 
held in Jerusalem, after the Knes- 
set approved the Government's stand 
by a vote of 60-39. The day he 
moved to Jerusalem the Muni- 
cipality made him the city’s second 
(after Chaim Weizmann) Freeman. 

If on the matters of the procla- 
mation of the state and of Jeru- 
salem as Israel's Capital Ben-Gurion 
had to steer the nation in policies 
that put it in virtually solitary con- 
frontation with the rest of the world, 
on the matter of the Reparations 
Agreement with West Germany he 
had to steer it against itself, as 
it were. For there was considerable 
opposition, even within his — 
party and the Coalition parties, to 
any dealings whatever with any Ger- 
mans. The opposition reached a 
violent peak when, on January 7, 
1952, as the Knesset was debating 
the issue, 2 demonstration oar 
the Knesset building. organized by 
Herut, turned into a stone-throwing 
tiot which the police had to break 
up by force. 

Inside the Knesset chamber, with 
stones and splinters of glass flying. 
Menahem Begin called Ben-Gurion 
a “hooligan” and “murderer” after 
the latter had presented the Govern- 
ment's statement, saying: “The Gov- 
ernment regards itself as bound, to- 
gether with representatives of world 
Jewry, and without undue delay, to 
make every effort to restore as 
quickly 4s possible the maximum of 
property lost to individua] Jews and 
te the Jewish people. Let not the 
murderers of our people also 
be their heirs.” 

Seven years later, when Ben-Gu- 
rion and Konrad Adenauer, West 
German Chancellor and architect of 
the Reparations Agreement, met for 
the first time in New York, Ben-

Almogi, Teddy Kollek, Amos Dagani, 
and Yitzhak Navon — which ran a 
list of candidates in tthe 1965 His- 
tadrut and Knesset elections. 


But meanwhile, after his return 
to the Defence portfolio early in 
1955, Ben-Gurion faced a serious 
security and political situation as a 
result of the Bandung Conference 


deal conciuded under Soviet auspices 
(September), combined with the 
great increase in fedayin activity In- 
side Israel's borders. Ben-Gurion de- 
cided on systematic reprisal actions 
beyond. the armistice lines. After 
the November elections he also re- 
sumed the Premiership, and hegan 
8 search for allies which led to the 
ardent French-Israel romance that 
lasted, more or less, until the Six 
Day War. These ties became closer 
after Abdul Nasser nationalized the 
Suez Canal, and in October, 1956, 
Ben-Gurion went to France for a 
secret meeting with French and Brit- 
ish government representatives — 
a meeting which led to the con- 
certed action launched on 
October 29 that is known in Israeli 
history as the Sinai Campaign 

Despite the fact that several 
months later, under overwhelming 
American and Soviet pressure, Israel 
withdrew from Sinai and the Gaza 
Strip, the war changed Israel's sta- 
tus from a smali, endangered coun- 
try to ΠΡ ot earns Ee 
ern power. 

Now Israel began a period of rapid 
economic and political growth. The 
nuclear reactor at Dimona was built 
with French aid. Ben-Gurion travel- 
led to Western ‘capitals and met 
the leading Western statesmen. 
Strong tiles began to develop with 
newly emerging Asian and African 
countries. Israel and West Germany 
began to move closer: Ben-Gurion per- 
sisted in his view, against consider- 
able opposition even within his own 
party and in the Coalition, that this 
was a “different Germany.” 


Ben-Gurion also continued in his 
efforts, through a number of dis- 


rapprochement with the Arabs, es- 
pecially with Egypt's Abdul Nasser. 
But these efforts failed, because of 
Nasser’s unequivocal refusal to meet 
with Ben-Gurion. 


In June, 1963, Ben-Gurion again 
resigned, recommending Levi Eshkol 
as his successor, and retired to Sde 
Boker, anxious to begin work on a 
history of Israel's rebirth. The fol- 
lowing spring he again raised the 
question of the “Lavon Affair” and 
demanded a judicial inquiry, attack- 
ing Eshkol and other Cabinet Minis- 
ters, and also renewing his advo- 
cacy of eiectoral reform and his 
opposition to the Mapai-Ahdut 
Ha‘avoda alignment. But in January, 
1965, the Mapai Conference decided 
against Ben-Gurion by the same ma- 
jority by which it had deposed Le- 
von a year earlier. Rafl was formed; 
but despite its impressive personal- 
ity Uneup won only 8 per cent of 
the vote in the Histadrut elections 
and 10 per cent in the Knesset poll. 


After his final retirement from 
the Cabinet in 1963, Ben-Gurion re- 


campaign for electoral reform, and, 
of course, continuing for some years 
to demand the exposition of what 
he saw as the truth about the “La- 
von Affair.” 


A few days before the Six Day 
War Rafi joined the National Unity 
Government, and in January, 1968, 
it merged with Mapai and Ahdut 
Ha'avoda to form the Labour Party. 
Ben-Gurion did not join the new 
party and remained, together with a 
few other former Rafi members, in 
the State List. And in 1970 Ben- 
Gurion resigned from the Knesset, 
retiring nally to Sde Eoker to 
devote himself to writing. 


In his last years Ben-Gurion, 
though still the passionate visionary, 
Taellowed considerably, and sa did 
even some of his bitterest political 
enemies mellow in their attitudes to 


become one of his severest critics 
in the wake of the “Lavon Affair,” 
sald at a festive session of the La- 
bour Party which honoured Ben-Gu- 
rion on his 85th birthday: 


“When Ben-Gurion, together with 
his few comrades, set out to achieve 
the impossible, they did not choose 
the easy way. It seems to me that 
it was a characteristic trait of Ben- 
Gurion te adopt a decision to do 
something not because it was easy, 
not because it involved no hazard, 
hut because he would let nothing 
stand in his way.”

Is there not something between 
that concept and the views of the 
Government? 

No, and Tl tell you why not. 
This government urged new borders 
lying between the pre- and post- 
1967 lines. We never said we would 
“not yield an inch.” This is why 
Gehal left the government. There 
are perhaps differences of opinion 
even within the Cabinet, not about 
all borders, but certainly about 
some. We never brought this to a 
vote, because we said: we shall have 
that vote when we have to embark 
upon peace negotlations. 

The government's attitude was 
that there are two states in the 
area between the Mediterranean and 
the Iraqi border: the State of Israel, 
and Jordan.

This is 
where they will achieve self-ex- 
pression and all they wish for — 
because there has always been, and 
there continues to be, a Palestinian 
majority in Jordan.

Very much so. Above ail, there is 
bereavement and there is grief.We 
would not be ourselves if we igaor- 
ed this.

Thia 
is perhaps our weakness — but it 
is also our strength.

If anyone can prove we had any 
Prospects of that we missed 
out on, this would have been a 
crime. I can state with a perfectly 
clear conscience that there were no 
auch ts. There was not even 
a dream that we did not examine 
carefully. If there was anyone who 
really and truly advocated a dif- 
ferent policy — as I said before, 
one of returning to 1967 and mak- 
ing concessions — then both parties 
would have had to search their 
Souls. These are legitimate ques- 
-tions in which there lies no dan- 
ger, so long as each point is dis- 
cussed on its merits. 

Under a democratic regime it is 
certainly permissible to tell people, 
“with all due respect, we would 
cheose a different way.” Fortun- 
ately, we are now on the eve of 
elections.

Yes, fortunately, I said — and 
why? This is the best, the simplest 
way to solving the problem. Of 
course, the main thing is our pres- 
ence here by right. The main thing 
is to uphold our spirits and our 
strength — not to weaken in our 
bellef that it is our elementary 
right to live here securely. This 
stands above and beyond any ques- 
tion of who shall be elected.

_It is no secret that there are fac- 
tions within the Labour Party. We 
never were a homogeneous party 
where someone says Something and 
everyone agrees.

In whose name will the Labour 
Party, 80 days from now, go before 
the people to ask for thelr man- 
date — in the name of Moshe 
Dayan or Lyova Fliay — Abba

Since the eve of the Day of 
Atonement you have lived through 
many difficult moments. After all, 
you are not a general: you are the 
only woman amidst all these tough 
men — and you have had to take 
fateful decisions.

On the whole, 
it was not I who took decisions 
alone: here and there, perhaps — 
maybe even on important matters. 
Tm general, however, we decided to- 
gether. 

What was your most difficult mo- 
ment during this war? 

There were several: -I know that 
there were a number of truly fate- 
ful decisions adopted by the gov- 
ernment after a great deal of 
heart searching, with a sense of 
the tremendous responsibility in- 
volved. Luckily, these were good 
decisions. 

Are there any decisions you took 
and now regret? 

No: there is something I regret 
— ἃ decision not adopted, and 
which, perhaps, should not have 
been adopted. But the decisions I 
took, or that we took together — 
it seems to me that there ts noth- 
ing to regret about them. 

This is the first war (apart from 
the War of Attrition, when condi- 
‘dons were different) to find me in 
this job. I watched Ben-Gurion in 
the War of Independence — a person 
far stronger than myself, for ihe is 
Ben-Gurion: I did not meed to ask 
him — it was enough to enter his 
room and see him to know what he 
was going through. To my great sor- 
row, this 'task has now fallen to my 
lot — even though not the whole 
of it, smce I am not Minister of De- 
fence and he was then both Premier 
and Defence Minister.

In the days after the war, did you 
net sometimes have the feeling that 
you wished you could get up one 
morning and find that it was all o 
nightmare without substance? 

Look — one of the things I have 
never been able to do even in the 
«most difficult of 'times ts to indulge 
in the sort of imaginative flight 
that says, “No, it isn’t true.” I have 
mever been able to make hard times 
look good to anyone —~ least of all 
to myself. It happened, and one thas 
to Hve with it. 

About six months ago you decid- 
ed, after a lot of heart searching, 
to run for an additional term as 
Prime Minister. By the way, it 
seems to me as if this had happen- 
ed a cen -

ment TI have not been able to put 
time in its proper perspective: it is 
as if it all happened on one and 
the same day. 

And today, are you sorry you 
agreed — or that this government 
strengthened the feeling that it was 
your obligation to continue in the

No, I did not feel obliged to do 
so. I think we are fortunate not to 
be dependent (Heaven forbid) on 
one person — certainly not on my- 
self. I would be happy to he set 
free of this burden. That is the 
whole truth. 

Is it heavy? 

Terribly so. Perhaps a miracle 
will happen. 

It is almost as if you and the 
opposition were praying for the 
same thing. 

Not exactly. At any rate — a3

Murray Koffer, Chairman of the 
Toronto United Jewish Appeal Cam- 
puisn, is leading the missivn as they 
“eyewitness the fast-moving parade 
uf events.” 

Their visits to the Sinai and Golan 
frunts, to wounded saldiers at Asaf 
Harofe Hospital, and immigration 
cenires bave revealed the drama of 
events since Yom Eijppur, 

In meetings with Mrs, Golda Meir, 
President Ephraim Katzir, Abba 
Eban, Teddy Kollek, and members of 
the Kneasct, discussion will focus on 
Israel's pressing social needs, which 
were aggruvated by the war. 

During the volatile days since Yom 
Kippur, Israel has been forced into 
2 lonely position on the world stage. 
The importance of the Dinspora in 
the face of today's Machiavellian 
politics has never been clearer. 

Mr. Kotter explained that “In the 
TiHaspora world, the only meaningful 
way in which most people can ex- 
press their involvement is through 
thelr financial resources.’"

Mr. Kotler describes his group as 
a “total representation” of Toronto's 
diverse Jewish community of 12,000— 
rabbin, doctors, businessmen, archi- 
tects —al ure cannected by their 
emotional involvement with the Is- 
rucll people. 

,When Finanes Minister Pinhas Sa- 
pir virited Cumada last month, Mr. 
Koifer helped organize ihe emerven- 
cy cash mobilization and set the 
target for Canada. ‘“‘As more and 
more Jews are awakening 
serious realities Israel faces, 
confident that thix goal will 
reuched," Mr. Kutter continued. 

Mr. Koffier himself is a dynamic 
supporter of Israel and an active 
member of Keren Hayesod-United 
Israc] Appeal. He is the founder and 
National President of the Canadian 
Society for the Weizmann Institute, 
and Director of the Canadian Jewish 
News. 

When asked why his group 
called “The First President's Study 
Mission,” Mr. Koffier explained: “‘In 
April, I met with Professor Katzir, 
He believes that during the next 25 
years, the Diaspora will have a re- 
verse relationship with Isracl.

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DAVID BEN-GURION 


THE key to the life’ of David 

Ben-Gurion, who left ua yes- 
terday morning, was his faith 
in the destiny. of the Jewish 
nation. 

‘The ‘nation would rebuild its 

ancient territorial home, it would 
be independent, it would speak 
its own language, it would cease 
its marginal existence within the 
body of other nations. It was no 
less a part of this faith that 
the nation would do this by 
once more becoming a “special 
people,” one devoted to matters 
of the spirit but also returning 
to labour, and practising a total! 
integrity at least in its public 
life. 
--It is not difficult to see a link 
between this faith and religious 
faith, and Ben-Gurion did in- 
deed hold fast to his ideas with 
all the strength of the religious 
visionary, a terrible strength; 
and a terrible anger when either 
those near to him or the world 
at large failed him. 

It was not that there was no 
room for compromise in the 
world of Ben-Gurion's vision. 
Zionism was barely a dream of 
some Jews when he emerged 
into consciousness im Plonsk, in 
Russia, in the nineties of the 
last century, but it was his real- 
ity from childhood. 


He spent his early adult years . 


as a labourer and watchman 
learning the realities of this 
country, which was the need to 
settle the land and make its 
waste places fruitful if it was 
to be possessed — but also the 
reality of Arab hostility and 
the arbitrary rule of the Turk- 
ish government. 

From this was born his deep 
sense of the need for independ- 
ence. To many other Zionists of 
his day such ideas seemed gen- 
erations away, or totally imag- 
inary: a little progress every 
day was the most one might 
hope for. Some already thought 
it too dangerous to contemplate 
eyen if it were possible. 

At the end of World War I, 
when Britain's Balfour Declara- 
tion and Mandate over Palestine 


wera welcomed with profound 
emotion, he viewed the promise 
85 a preat step forward, because 
it gave recognition to the rights 
of the Jews in this country, but 
he was one of the very few who 
at that time foresaw that the 
Mandate, and rule by others, 
could never produce the inde- 
pendent nation that was his aim. 
This seeming insatiable intransi- 
gence frightened many and cre- 
ated the beginning of the 
cleavage between him and Dr. 
Weizmann, President of the Zion- 
‘ist Organization and chief beget- 
ter of the Declaration. In one 
way or another this cleavage has 
remained ever since, between 
those who, as Ben-Gurion be- 
lieved, thought it was 
important what Israelis did than 
what others thought abroad,” 
and those who looked first to 
the support we might look to 
abroad. Throughout his political 
life after World War i, Ben- 
Gurion fought on two fronts at 
home: those who believed we 
must accept what the West 
might be willing to offer, and 
those who thought we must bow 
to what the Soviet Union might 
dictate. 

The final assessment of Ben- 
Gurion's achievement will be 
made in the years to come, but 
there is no doubt that he will 
go down to history as one of 
the great nation-builders. 

Ben-Gurion came from_ the 
purely Jewish world of the Bast- 
ern European shtetl, He spent’ 
gome years prior to World War 
a ing to persuade Arab lead- 
ers here and in neighbouring 
countries that Jewish develop- 
ment would also benefit the 
Arabs. He was deeply disappoint- 
ed to discover that he could 
raise no echo there, that there 
was at that time no humanist 
element that could have wel- 
‘comed improvements in living 
conditions from any source, 

In 1906, when he first reached 
Jaffa, the Arab population in 
Palestine was backward and 


_ Heglected, with a yawning ga) 


between rich and poor, an 
neither fitted into hig concept 
of a better world. 

He found solutions to many | 
of the Jewish problems, and he 
came to believe that the Arabs 
must find their own solutions 
in the wide lands they owned, 
if they would have no part of 
what the Jews sought. Was there 
any other solution except to 
abandon the dream?
